The next morn­ 
ing ho named two of the city's king 
bootleggers as the parties responsible 
but was without evidence except the 
fact that they had threatened to "get 
him." 
Before 
and 
after 
the 
bombing 
Armstrong has lived 
and 
worked 
with the knowledge that he was a 
much sought target for the gunmen's 
"g a ts." 
*■$ 
Armstrong also has 
his 
troubles 
with politicians who are reputed to 
be in league with the beer runners. 
In stories of his experiences, and in 
testimony before the senate Daugh­ 
erty committee in Washington, Arm­ 
strong has recounted numerous 
at­ 
tempts to remove him from 
office. 
The offers have come, he says, in 
threats and bribes. 
The threats have been intimations 
that the "booze 
interests" 
would 
"g e t" him and members of his family 
and the bombing episode, still fresh 
in his mind, convinces 
Armstrong 
that the booze runners ‘meant what 
they naid. 
Armstrong told on the 
witness stand that he has been of­ 
fered good positions at high salaries 
if he would only relent from his war 
against the beer runners. 
He has 
also told of being offered huge sum** 
of money to remain away from court 
when defendants he has secured evi­ 
dence against were on trial.

HO CALM OE PEACEFUL EXIS­

Chicago, June 2.— The life of a 
prohibition agent is far from being 
a calm or peaceful existence, if the 
experience of Bryce Armstrong, head 
of Chicago’s federal “sponge squad.”

apartment was bombed. 
The force 
of the explosion shattered windows 
in the neighborhood and hurled Arm­ 
strong from his bed. The next morn­ 
ing he named two of the city’s king 
bdbtleggers as the parties responsible 
but was without evidence except the 
fact that they had threatened to “get 
him.” 
Before 
and 
after 
the 
bombing" 
Armstrong has lived 
and 
worked 
with the knowledge that he was a 
much sought target for the gunmen’s 
“gats.” 
Armstrong also has 
his 
troubles 
with politicians who are reputed to 
be in league with the beer runners. 
In .stories of his experiences, and in 
testimony before the senate Daugh­ 
erty committee in Washington, Arm­ 
strong has recounted numerous 
at­ 
tempts to remove him from 
office. 
The offers have come, he says, in 
threats and bribes. 
The threats have been intimations 
that the “booze 
interests” 
would 
“get” him and members of his family 
and the bombing episode, still fresh 
in his mind, convinces 
Armstrong 
that the booze runners 'meant what 
they said. 
Armstrong told on the 
witness stand that he has been of­ 
fered' good positions at high salaries 
if he would only relent from his war 
against the beer runners. 
He has 
also told of being offered huge sums 
of money to remain away from court 
when defendants he has secured evi­ 
dence against were on trial.

New York.— Ever elnoe flip day, more 
than one hundred years ago, when the 
first, convict ship dropped anchor In 
Sydney harbor, the greeting of 
native Sydneyite to the stranger w ith­ 
in his gates has been, “H ave you s* < n 
our harbor?”

In six years this greeting will prob­ 
ably be changed to “have yon seen our 
bridge"? for Sydney, capital of New 
South W ales, in the Commonwealth of 
A ustralia, w ill com m ence work within 
h few w eeks on w hat w ill lie tin* b lu ­ 
e st single arch bridge in tile world.

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SIDNEY TO BUILD 
I BIG ARCH BRIDGE 


$25,000,000 
Structure 
for 
Capital of South Wales. 


t New York.—Ever since the day, more 
than one hundred yours ago, when the 
first convict ship dropped anchor in 
Sydney harbor, the greeting of the 
native Sydneyite to the stranger with­ 
in his gates has been, “Have you seen 
our harbor?” 
, In six years this greeting will prob­ 
ably be changed to “have you seen our 
bridge” ? for Sydney, capital of New 
South Wales, in the* Commonwealth of 
Australia, will commence work within 
a few weeks on what will be tile larg­ 
est single arch bridge in Hie world. 
The Sydney Harbor bridge linking 
Dawes Point on the Sydney side to 
Miller's Point, directly opposite, lins 
been talked of for more than thirty 
years. 
Now it is to he built. 
The contract for the construction 
was signed five weeks ago, and re­ 
cently G. C. Imbault, one of the con­ 
sulting engineers of the firm of Dol­ 
man Long company of England, whose 
tender was accepted, passed through 
New York being enroute from Syd­ 
ney to London to complete arrange­ 
ments for the commencement of im Sid­ 
ing operations. 
The cost of erecting the bridge will 
be £4,217,721, or approximately $20,- 
540,301. 
It will lie 8,770 feet in 
length and will have a single arch of 
1,650 feet span, tile largest of any 
arch bridge in tile world. Its nearest 
rival In this respect Is the Hell (late 
bridge, with an arch of 977.5 feet. Be­ 
sides being the largest arch bridge in 
the world, the Sydney Harbor bridge 
will he the third largest bridge of any 
kind in the world. 
It will be sur­ 
passed only by the Quebec bridge over 
the St. Lawrence river, with a span of 
1,800 feet, and the Firth of Forth 
bridge, with a span of 1,710 feet. The 
fourth largest span of any bridge is 
our own Williamsburg bridge, whose 
span is I,GOO feet, only 50 feet less 
than the Australian bridge. 
Will Cost $25,000,000. 
I While the actual construction of the 
bridge will cost more than $20,000,000, 
to this must he added about 5,000,000 
more for tile property to be used in 
the approaches. More than 50,000 tons 
of steel will be used. 
i 
Following the policy that has al­ 
ways been the slogun of the Common­ 
wealth, “Australia for the Australians," 
the bridge will be built by Australian 
workmen of material found or made 
in Australia. 
The state parliament of New South 
Wales had authorized an expenditure 
of $30,802,750. 
The tender of Dor­ 
man Long & Co. was $10,262,449 less 
than this amount and $544,510 less 
than the estimate submitted by J. J. 
C. BrRdfleld, the government engineer. 
The bridge will allow the largest 
steamers in the world to pass below, 
the floor being 170 feet above high- 
water mark, and will carry four rail­ 
road tracks as well as 80 feet of road 
and footways. 
The main span will 
be joined to two granite abutment 
towers rising to a height of SIO feet. 
G. C. Imbault who, with Ralph Free­ 
man, M. I. C. E., is Hie consulting engi­ 
neer of the bridge, has built bridges 
in all parts of the world. Some of his 
works are the Victoria Falls bridge 
over the Zambesi river, in Africa; the 
bridge over the Blue Nile at Khar­ 
toum and the White Nile bridge at 
(Viz Ahu Coma. 
During the war lie 
was In tile service of the French gov­ 
ernment rebuilding bridges that had 
been destroyed by the Germans. 
Speaking of the construction of the 
bridge, Mr. Imbault said that only tho 
parts that cannot be manufactured in 
Australia would be imported from 
abroad.

“As much Australian steel as Aus­ 
tralian manufacturers are prepared to 
produce aud to roll into plates and 
shapes will be used in Its fabrication. 
The bridge will he fabricated wholly 
at Milson’s Point, Sydney, by Aus­ 
tralian workmen; the piers and abut­ 
ments will be constructed of Moruya 
granite, Nepean river sand and New 
South Wales cement, and the bridge 
will be constructed by Australian la­ 
bor.” 


To Take Six Years to Complete. 
Mr. Imbault said that tile abutments 
would rest on the sandstone formation 
that is within a few feet of the sur­ 
face along Hie foreshores of Sydney 
harbor, and that the engineers would ' 
not be bothered with any problems 
of sinking caissons into the water.!

“Sun spots have a relation,” Profes­ 
sor Frost said, "which is still very Im­ 
perfectly understood, xx it Ii the electric 
currents in the earth and the changes 
of die earth’s magnetism In a large 
magnetic storm, such as not Infre­ 
quently occurs at solar maxima.
